‘Cicely Tyson syndrome’ 
keeps Blacks on outsid

Remember Cicely Tyson? . 

That great Black actress, who appeared in “Sounder” and 
“Roots”, has been the leading Black actress in America for the 
past few years -- particularly after her television performance 
in “The Autobiography of Miss Jane Pittman.” 

What does this have to do with Blacks in the Columbus 
corporate community? Well, Cicely Tyson, after her stirring 
performance, began to receive almost every role which was 
designed for Black female-performers -- whether she was 
comae@>sioto.farthecole or not. 

In the minds of white producers and-directass, ne Black 
actress was “bankable” except Cicely Tyson; no Black actress 
apparently was even competent. Therefore, other excep- 
tional actresses -- who:may have been more appropriate for 
various parts -- were denied the opportunity to work. 

Cicely Tyson benefitted personally; but no one else seemed 
to get a chance. 

That same process -- what we call the “Cicely Tyson Syn- 
drome” -- seems to affect the Columbus corporate community. 
Some also call it the “superman” syndrome. It is reminiscent of 
the saying many Black athletes had when Blacks were first 
beginning to break into professional sports: “you had to be 
better to be justas good.” =, 

The “Cicely Tyson syndrome" starts when the corporations 
begin their recruiting process. Most of the major corporate 
executives interviewed by The CALL & POST set extraordinar- 
ily high corporate standards for the individuals they recruit -- 
and, théy found that they were unable to compete with com- 
panies in the major corporate centers of New York, Chicago, 
Atlanta and Houston for top Black talent. 

_ Many of the major Columbus corporations -- like Borden,

“We have been putting all 
our resources into KBLE in 
Columbus,” and they were 
unable to develop the concept 
of an entertainment network, 
Johnson said. But Johnson 
believes that the time is right 
for expanded Black programm- 
ing. 

“There is a real need for 
meaningful programming,” 
Johnson said. “Look at how the 
Black Entertainment Network 
(BET) has been able, in a short 
time, to penetrate the market, _ 
and it has only been within the 
last few years that the large 
Black markets in cities like 
Detroit, Washington, D.C. and 
New York have been tapped.” 

Noting the success of pro- 
grams such as “The Cosby 
Show,” Johnson added, “Right 
now, Blacks are hot on TV. 
Therefore, a network that has 
continuous programming for 
Black people will be viable, and 
Columbus is right in the middle 
of it.” 

Although Johnson is selling | 
his cable operations in Colum- 
bus, he will continue to run sys- 
tems in St. Louis and Seattle.

James Weidon Johnson, a4 
teacher, lawyer, author, editor, 
publisher and diplomat, was one 
of history's greatest champions of 
human rights. He was the first 
black admitted to the bar in Jack- 
sonville, Fla.; first to edit a daily 
newspaper; first field and first 
executive secretary of the NNACP; 
fine! ta erite.c oom an 'naesing " 
etdtitied “Autobiography of An Ex- 
Colored Man.” He was often called 
the “Dean of Black Letters.” 

Born in Jacksonville, June 17, 
1871,. Johnson was the son of an 
equally talented father who was 
head waiter in one of the city's 
leading hotels. 

Johnson wrote the immortal, 
“Lift Every Voice And Sing,” the 
theme of the NAACP branch meet- 
ings in every section of the coun- 
try. He died in 1938 while teaching 
at Fisk University.

significantly heightened the competitive level for entry into the 
major corporations -- often to the detriment of Blacks. 

But the “Cicely Tyson syndrome” which inhibits hiring of 
Blacks does not stop at the entry-levels into corporations. If it 
did, there would be fewer problems, because many of the 
corporations in the Columbus community have a high number 
of Blacks in professional and managerial positions. 

James Roseboro, former corporate official with Borden's 
and Nationwide, lamented the problems a Black faces in work- 
ing his way up in the corporate community. The argument 
_white corporate officials make, Roseboro says, is “if we can 
find somebody qualified, we'll hire them.” But Roseboro 
believes, “that tells you something there.” Heis convinced that 
there are many qualified candidates for positions in the Black 
community; however, these persons are not given the same 
opportunities to advance as similarly-situated whites. 

A locat Black leader told the story of his own interview at a 
corporation in Columbus. When he was interviewed by a Vice- 
President for a lower-level position in the corporation, he 
found that he had more and better experience than the vice- 
president for. whom he would be working. Yet, of course, the 
corporation was not intending to bring him ata level commen- 
surate with his skills and abilities. 

A Black woman, applying for a major professional position 
at a major Columbus corporation, twice had the experience of 
receiving final salary offers which were thousands of dollars 
lower than she had been originally promised. When she app- 
lied for another position with a major employer (which she 
finally got), she found herself beimg,interviewed for the fourth 
time by the president, who, finally -- upon her prodding -- 
admitted that he was afraid to hire a Black for such a top-rank 


professional position.

An Educator 


Retiring from a distinguished 
career as an educator in 1922, Dr. 
Carter Goodwin Woodson 
devoted the rest of his life to writ- 
ing. as editor of the Journal of 
Negro History, and research as 
head of the Association for the 
Study of Negro Life and history, 
which he organized in 1915 to pre- 
serve and publish the historic and 
sociological records of the race. 

He also organized Associated 
Publishers to produce books and 
pictures of blacks not generally 
accepted by commercial firms. 

Dr. Woodson received his edu- 
cation at Berea College from 1896- 
98; earned his A.B. degree in 1907 
and his A.M. degree in 1908 from 
the University of Chicago; his 
Ph.D. degree from Harvard Uni- 
versity in 1912; and his L.L.D. from 
Virginia State College in 1939. The 
Spingard Medal in 1926 was 
among the many honors he 
received.
